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to draft an amendment that I would be confident is doing what I
would l ike to do, which wo u ld b e t o cau se t he p r e s e n t
distribution formula not to apply to this 1 percent. L et me s e e
if I could sum it up for you now so that in my mind this is what
you will do. If you adopt Senator Warner's amendment, and then
we assume that Senator Schmit's amendment, as amended, wou ld
b e. . . a s amended would b e a d op t ed , y o u w e r e saying t ha t you ' r e
going to increase the sales tax by 1 percent, but a percentage
of that will go to the Highway Trust Fund. Now, i f you wa nt ,
while you' re increasing this sales tax in an education bill,
part of it to qo to the Highway Trust Fund t hen ado p t Sen at o r
Warner's amendment. If you want the total 1 percent to go to
the two designated areas in Senator Schmit's amendment, reject
Senator Warner's amendment, reject it. Th en in case there is
any problem because of the distribution statute t ha t he
mentioned we amend that to make it clear that that statute shal l
not apply to t h e 1 percent being raised in LB 89, pursuant to
Senator Schmit's amendment. So that, I think, is w hat you' re
faced with. I'm going to oppose Senator Warner's amendment.
I'm going to oppose Senator Schmit's amendment . The r e ason I
will oppose Senator Warner's amendment is because I think if the
p ubli c saw a n i nc r e a s e i n t h e sa l e s t ax i n t h i s b i l l t he y w o u l d
think that it was all dedicated to the two things that have been
mainly discussed here. But in reality the Highway Trust Fund,
which is always going to be taken care, always going to be taken
care of, w ill g et some addi t i o n a l m o ne y t h at I d on ' t t h i nk i t
would be entitled to and certainly not through this bill.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Th a n k you . Senato r W a r n e r .

SENATOR WARNER: I ' l l wai t t o c l ose .

S PEAKER BARRETT: Th a n k y o u . The Chair assumes that is the end
then of the discussion. We have moved through the lights, there
are no other lights on at this point so, Senator Warner, you are
recognized for closing on your amendment.

SENATOR WARNER: Mr. President, as I' ve indicated several times
all I was trying to do is make sure t h a t we we r e n ' t creat i n g a
conflict. If I would suggest even further, because you' re going
to have to amend the one section, I'm sure, if you want to have
all the sales tax go to this fund, but then i f you want t o
reject this one then somebody ought to offer an amendment that
clarifies that it includes the sales tax rather than e xcludes,
i nc l u de s t he sal e s tax on m otor vehicles, t r a i l e r s an d
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
